University Economists Urge Prompt

WASHINGTON—Two hundred and sixty economists from uni. 


verslties across the nation urged Congress yesterday to act 
promptly to raise taxes. 


The economists, who said toey feared "a new round of 


inflation" if there was no tax increase, added their voices 
to those of a large number of business executives and labor 
leaders who have endorsed a tax increase. 


The economists, however, unlike the businessmen, did not 


necessarily advocate an accompanying reduction In federal 
expenditures. 


The economists, most of whom axe liberals, said it was 


"highly unlikely" that sufficiently large budget cuts could 
be made to avert the need for a tax increase. 


to addition, they said, "many of us feel that, even If they 


were possible, such cuts would be poor-indeed, dangerous- 
social policy in the light of the conditions of millions of our 
citizens living in the ghettoes of our cities." 


The statement made clear that the economists "do not 


necessarily agree on the exact amount or timing of the tax 
increase." 
They did not suggest any specific amount or date, but urged 


"early enactment of tax legislation along the general lines 
proposed by the President." 


President Johnson hs^s asked for a 10 per cent tax surcharge 


on all corporations and all individuals except those in the 
lowest income brackets. He proposed a July 1,1967 effective 
date for the corporate increase and an Oct. 1 date for individuals. 


The economists' statement, sent to the House Ways and Means 


and Senate Finance committees, was the work of three wellinown 
economists, who prepared and circulated it among their col. 
leagues for signature. 


They were Walter W. Heller of the University of Minnesota, 


a former chairman of the Presidents Council of Economic 
Advisers; George L. Bach of Stanford University and Joseph 
A, Pechman, director of economic studies of the Brookings 
Institution. 


The economists noted that their "support for a tax increase 
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support of all federal policies, foreign and 
does not imply 
domestic." 


The group emphasized their belief that "the economic case 


for a tax Increase does not rest on the fear of a large (govern, 
ment budget) deficit as such . . . rather, the case Is based on 
the fact that rapidly rising federal expenditures are moving 
steadily upward and that the interplay of these increases 
threatens renewed inflation.'.' 


They said they'also favored a tax increase "to help avoid 


the degree of credit tightness experienced a year ago." 


The House Ways and Means Committee is to resume to. 


morrow its hearings on the Presidents tax proposals.

19-Day Tour of Urban Shims

WASHINGTON — Gov. George 


Romney will turn his unannounc- 
ed campaign for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination to- 


wards domestic issues today as 
he begins a 19-day tour of ur- 
fcaa slums fc* the United States. 


Fresh from a brief but highly 


controversial 
excursion into 


foreign policy—during which he, 
charged that he had been "brain- 
washed" by the Johnson Ad - 
ministration on Vietnam — the 
Michigan governor will visit 17 
cities in 12 states for a "first- 
hand" study of slum conditions. 


Romney's first stop will be 


Detroit, the largest city in his 
home state, where 43 persons 
died during a week of violence 
looting and shooting in July. 


Although billed by the gov- 


ernor himself as a "non-politi- 
cal" trip, it comes at a time 
when Romney's political image 
— in the opinion of many ana- 
lysts—badly needs refurbish- 
ing. 
His "brainwashing" charge, 


first made in an interview Mon- 
day and repeated Saturday at a 
news conference here, caused 
resentment among Democrats 
and provoked criticism among 
some Republicans, including 
Henry Bellmon, former Okla- 
homa governor who is Richard 
M. Nixon's campaign manager. 


In an editorial published yes- 


terday morning his state's lar- 
gest newspaper, the Detroit 
News, urged him to quit the 
race. And he has problems of 
a local nature as well, including 
a state - wide teachers' strike 
and an auto worker's walkout 
at the Ford Motor Company. 


Meanwhile, in what could be 


an even more ominous develop- 
ment, there was fresh evidence 
that Republican moderates may- 
be seeking alternatives to Rom- 
ney in the Republican presi- 
dential race.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Events in Gov, George Romney's camp 


have given him interest in a meeting this morning in New 
York between retired General James M. Gavin and Pennsyl- 
vania's former Gov. William Scranton, 


Gavin, with increasing seriousness In his prospect as a 


Republican presidential candidate, has no doubt found much 
encouragement in the recent criticism of Romney from both 
the Republicans and Democratic leaders throughout the country. 


Though today's meeting In New York was scheduled before 


the Michigan governor became engaged in the current "brain, 
washing" controversy, the meeting takes place at a time 
when many liberal Republicans are casting about for a possible 
replacement for Romney in the Republican presidential race. 


Also brought to light is the fact that Scranton has moved 


in recent weeks from being a formal supporter of Romney to 
a position of avowed neutrality. 


Talk of a Gavin for President boom began last month when 


the general, whc quit the military service in a dispute over 
the defense policies of the Elsenhower administration and later 
served for two years as President Kennedy's ambassador to 
France, resigned as a member of the Massachusetts Democratic 
Advisory Council. 


Gavin stated that he quit the group because his disagreements 


over Vietnam policy were so serious that he simply could not 
support the President for reelection in 1968. 


The meeting with Scranton today Is regarded by both men 


simply as an opportunity for Gavin to discuss with someone 
who has learned from personal experience the pitfalls of possl. 
butties in seeking the Republican nomination. 


Whatever its outcome. Republican politicians view it as 


significant evidence that Scranton publicly Identified as one of 
Romne/s three or four major backers, can no longer b* counted. 
securely In that category. 
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discuss the situation in the Re- 
publican party and the pos- 
sibility of a Gavin candidacy. 


The two are scheduled to meet 


at 7:30 this morning. At his 
home in Massachusetts yester- 
day General Gavin, an out • 
spoken critic of increasing U.S. 
military involvement in Viet 
Nam, confirmed the meeting— 
which was scheduled before the 
Romney 
"brainwashing" epi- 


sode—but declared bluntly: 


"I am not a candidate." 
"I lived in Pennsylvania for 


some time," he added, "and 
Governor Scranton and I are 
good friends. We are going to 
discuss the situation in general, 
but with nothing specific in 
mind." 


However, he said he would 


not be "surprised if we got into 
domestic problems." 
"I am very anxious for the 


Republican party to come up 
with a moderate candidate who 
can take a position that can lead 
to an early resolution of the 
Vietnam involvement. In that 
regard Iwilldowhateverlcan." 


Asked whether he would be- 


come a candidate if Republican 
leaders decided he would make 
a good one, he replied: 


"I would have to look at it 


very hard, but we're not at that 
point now."

GDANSK, Poland — Presi • 


dent de Gaulle yesterday stepp- 
ed up his campaign to persuade 
Ms Polish Communist hosts to 
assert themselves more in deal- 
ings with the Soviet Union. 


"France hopes that you will 


look a little further and see 
things in broader perspective 
than you have been obliged to 
until now." he said in a lunch 
toast at this Baltic Sea resort. 


Evident in the general's state- 


ment since he arrived in Poland 
for an official visit last Wed- 
nesday has been the suggestion 
that Poland should cast off the 
defensive concept that sees So- 
viet aid as necessary for pro - 
tection against Germany. 


"You will certainly 
over- 


come obstacles which now seem 
insurmountable," the 76-year- 
old de Gaulle told the luncheon 
audlance yesterday, which in- 
cluded Premier Jozef Cyrank- 
iewicz and Defense Minister 
Marian Spychalski. 


The gradual verbal escala- 


tion of de Gaulle's remarks 
began the first night of the visit 
when he repeated his theory of 
a world endangered by the pres- 
ence of two superpowers, 
the 


^United States and the Swiet 
Union. 


That night the general spoke 


for the first time of the "west 
center and east," of Europe. 
The phrase was widely inter- 
preted as defining a political 
as well geographical difference 
between the Soviet Union and 
the European Communist coun- 
tries which used to be referred 


to as Soviet satellites at the 
height of the cold war. 


In a meeting the next day with 


Edward Ochab, the Polish chief 
of state, the French leader 
praised Poland as a "powerful 
respectable" reality and urged 
it 
to move "into the first 


ranks." 


In his address to the Jagellon- 


ian University at Cracow on 
Friday, he warned against the 
danger of "the enormous for- 
eign machine," an allusion 
which was widely interpreted 
as meaning the Soviet Union. 


Yesterday 
morning, 
the 


French leader told a crowd in 
the old town of Gdansk, which 
between the two world wars was 
the free city of Danzig, that 
"the new Poland has a new vo- 
cation." 


"Like France Poland's voca- 


tion is broad and goes far. 
It cannot confine itself to old, 
purely continental concepts," 
he said. 


Addressing himself to Po - 


land's fear of West Germany, 
he said in .the lu.icheon toast 
that "you should have wider 
horizons now that your mis- 
fortunes and frontier difficul- 
ties have been overcome by 
your victory, which is also 
ours." 
" Throughout Ihe three-day tour 
of the Polish provinces which 
ended last right when he flew 
back to Warsaw, the general 
has been stressing the Polish- 
ness of the land which was 
temporarily 
awarded Poland 


in 1945 in return for the loss 
or territory to the Soviet Un-

The U.S. ambassador to Sai-

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Senate Unit to Expand Its

WASHINGTON — The Senate 


anti-trust and monopoly sub- 
committee has decided to ex. 
pand Its investigation of the 
newspaper Industry into four 
specific areas: exclusivity of 
syndicated features and col. 
umns, pricing practices of the 
wire services, newsprint costs 
and the demise of the New York 
World Journal Tribune. 


The hearings, which opened 


July 12, have aroused so much 
controversy and raised so many 
questions that tliey are now ex. 
pected to extend into next year. 
Already', the course of the hear, 
ings has made it appear un- 
likely that the subcommittee 
would recommend legislation in 
the form under consideration. 


The basis for the investiga- 


tion is a bill introduced by Sen. 
Carl Hayden, IXAriz,, which 
would exempt from the anti. 
trust laws a merger 6* joint_ 
operating agreement between 
a "falling" and an economically 
healthy newspaper. 


The bill was specifically in- 


tended to protect the joint oper- 
ation of two Tucson newspapers 
The Dally Citizen and The Daily 
Star, now under attack by the 
Anti-trust Division of the Jus. 
tlce Department. But it also 
would protect more than 20 
other joint newspaper opera, 
tions across the country. 


The hearings, which were re. 


cessed Aug. 15 until later in 
the year, probably December, 
showed widespread disagree, 
ment within the publishing field 
as to the merits of the bill, 
Of the 40 witnesses who testi. 
fled, 25 ecpressed opposition 
to the bill. 
Most of these witnesses con. 


tended that newspapers should 
not be given a blanket exemp. 
tlon not available to other busi- 
nesses and that the legislation 
would foster monopolies and 
chain operations. Advocates 
of the bill said it would pre. 
serve 
independent editorial 


voices by reducing the publish, 
ing costs through the merger 
of the business side of news, 
papers. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart of Michi- 


gan, subcommittee chairman, 
has indicated that he would 
have difficulty recommending 
the blanket exemption proposed 
in the bill. 
He has said he 


will wait until the hearings are 
over before deciding what kind 
of legislation, if any, is needed. 


The testimony raised ques- 


tions that Hart said needed 
further exploration and would 
form the basis for the subse- 
quent hearings. 


These are the Chief questions 


that the subcommittee wants 
answered: 


—Is the practice of syndi. 


cates in granting to a news, 
paper within a large geogra- 
phical area the exclusive right 
to their columns and features 
a violation of the antitrust 
laws and how does this practice 
affect the chances of a new 
newspaper trying to break into 
the market? 


—Do the pricing policies of 


the news services discourage 
the starting of a new news- 
paper? Witnesses complained 
of being required to pay at 
least a year in advance at the 
top price for the market or of 
not being able to acquire a basic 
wire service at any price when 
starting a new paper. 


— Do newsprint companies 


give special discounts to some 
newspapers, making it difficult 
for 
others to compete with 


them? 
The subcommittee is 


particularly interested in news, 
papers that hold stock in news, 
print companies. Until 15 years 
ago, newsprint prices had long 
been the subject of congres. 
sional investigations. 


—What were the causes of 


the death of the World Journal 
Tribune earlier this year? Sev- 
eral witnesses testified on this 
subject and the subcommittee 
is reported to believe that 
further information in this fail, 
ure may illuminate its entire 
inquiry. 


The World Journal Tribune 


was the result of a merger of

This glimpse of the pontiffs 


slender, white robed figure, 
waving and speaking for six 
minutes from the fourth floor 
window of the Vatican palace 
in bright noon sunlight, served 
to reassure the faithful that 
Pope Paul's illness is not now 
regarded as grave. 


In his brief homily, toe pope 


sought also to allay concern 
by saying that "it appears that 
•we will soon overcome" toe 
illness that struck him last 
Monday at Castel Gandolfo, his 
summer residence in toe Alban 
hills south of Rome. This was 
described late Saturday night 
by Prof. Mario Fontana, the 
papal physician, as "acute sys. 
topyelitis," an infection of the 
renal and urinary system. 


The illness, the pope said, 


gave him the opportunity to 
do that which he had urged 
others to do in the face of 
suffering mortal life—"to ac. 
cept it humbly from the always 
fatherly hands of God and to 
offer it to him in union with 
that of Christ the redeemer." 


But his health, Pope Paul 


said, was of secondary im.

by many perils.

GIBRALTAR—The people of 


Gibraltar voted yesterday by an 
apparently overwhelming mar. 
gin to retain their link with 
Britain rather than return to 
Spanish sovereignty. 


The vote for Britain was 99.4 


per cent with 12,138 Gibraltar- 
ians choosing continuing ties 
with the crown and only 44 
favoring union with Spain. An 
excited crowd, massed in front 
of the theater where the ballots 
were tabulated broke into loud 
cheers and the singing of "God 
Save the Queen" as the results 
were announced. 


On Sept. 1, the United Na- 


tions special committee on colo- 
nialism declared that a ref- 
erendum in Gibraltar would vio- 
late the United Nations charter. 
It said the present residents of 
the British colony were not 
entitled to self-determination 
because they were not Indigen- 
ous to the territory. 


Held under British auspices 


and Inspected by four high com- 
monwealth officials acting as 
observers, the referendum was 
designed to convince Spain, the 
United Nations and the world 
that Gibraltar does not wish to 
be "decolonized." 
More than 


75 per cent of toe Gibraltar 
civilian population of 25,000 
were born here and many fami. 
lies trace their origins to toe 
18th century. 
The voters -were given bilin- 


gual ballots, printed in Spanish 
and English, to register their 
preference. 


The majority of toe voters 


chatted together in Spanish as 
they formed queues in front of 
the four polling stations to cast 
the ballots they marked at 
"alternative B," 
signifying 


their desire to retain Gibral. 
tar*s links with Britain and 


preserve "toe democratic local 
institutions." 


"Alternative A" on toe ballot 


was toe acceptance of Spanish 
proposals presented to Britain 
in May. 1966, and calling for 
the cancellation of toe Treaty 
of Utrecht of 1713, which legal- 
ized the British occupation of 
Gibraltar during the war of 
succession of 1704. 


In the U.N.—recommended 


negotiations, Spain had offered 
to negotiate with Britain the 
maintenance of toe Gibraltar 
military base and to protect 
and guarantee toe Interests and 


rights of toe Gibraltar people. 


The negotiations broke off last 


April, after Spain imposed new 
restrictions on access to Gi- 
braltar over Spools air space. 
Britain then moved to call yes. 
terda/3 referendum. Spain, In 
turn, won a condemnation of the 
decolonization as a violation of 
the mandate for continuing Bri- 
tlshJipanish negotiations.

Cigar Smoker vs. Cigaret 


Pearson 


WASHINGTON—As the World Conference on 


Smoking and Health opens today Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., a cigar smoker, plans to 
raise Cain with the big cigaret companies and 
the big TV broadcasters for their refusal to 
label cigaret packages with nicotine content, 


Magnuson, who is Chairman of the Senate 


Commerce Committee, has found that two cig- 
aret companies, Stephano Bro- 
thers, and Lorillard, manufac- 
ture "Marvel" and "True" re- 
spectively, in which the nico. 
tine content is low. However, 
Magnuson has also found that 
Reynolds and American Tobac- 
co products — Pall Mall, Win. 
ston, Camel — are high in tar 
and nicotine. At present these 
latter two companies enjoy a 
major portion of the market 
and don't want to risk losing it by any require- 
ment that tar and nicotine content be printed 
on the cigaret package. 


The National Association of Broadcasters 


supports the tobacco majors. Cigaret adver. 
tising constitutes a $300,000,000 chunk of radio 
and TV advertising. Its executives are opposed 
to any differentiation as between high and low 
nicotine cigarets. 


Another potent figure bucking any labeling of 


nicotine and tar content is ex-Governor Robert 
Meyner of New Jersey, who is now czar of the 
tobacco industry. Bob was a good Governor of 
New Jersey and is also good at protecting his 
tobacco clients, regardless of the public health. 
He has been adamant against any labeling of 
nicotine and tar content. 


Sen. Magnuson, however, is in a position to 


introduce laws requiring this health safeguard. 
He plans to hold hearings and move to this end. 


Note—One interesting point sure to be raised 


with the airlines is why they distribute free 
cigarets to passengers; also, why they don't 
segregate cigaret smokers from non-smoking 
passengers as do railroads and buses. 
•fIt's been nine months since Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell, the Harlem Globe-Trotter, was kicked 
out of Congress for globe-trotting too freely on 
other people's credit cards. Finally the House 
Ethics Committee, under conscientious veteran 
Mel Price, D.m,, has been getting down to the 
problem of setting up a code of ethics to prevent 
similar conduct by other Congressmen. 


Committee members didn't like it at all, how. 


ever, when Rep. Ogden Reid of New York, an 
impatient Republican, issued a press statement 
declaring the American people had lost confl- 
dence in Congress. His fellow Republican, Rep. 
MASON DENISON 


Charley Halleck, of Indiana, immediately Jumped 
all over Reid at an Ethics Committee hearing. 
Halleck is sometimes called "Two Cadillac 
Charley" because of his ability to get Cadillacs 
during the scarce war period. 


"I Just don't think It's true that the country 


has lost confidence in Congress," Halleck ex- 
ploded. 


Rep. Reid, who once served as editor of the 


New York Herald Tribune and as U.S. Ambassa. 
dor to Israel, stuck to his guns. 


"I think there is no question but what there 


has been a loss of confidence in the Integrity 
of Congress," he replied. "H you look at press 
accounts of what the average fellow on the street 
says, there has been a concern about the Adam 
Clayton Powell case, about Senator Dodd." 


"We are concerned with those too," replied 


Halleck, "But where do you go from there? 
The people I have talked to, Ogden, don't con. 
elude from that that we are all of that stripe. 
I must say, I am sorry you put that flat state- 
ment In." 


"If Congress doesn't act with greater dis- 


patch than we have the last few years on this 
matter," insisted Reid, "I don't think that pub- 
lie confidence is going to be enhanced." 
+ 


Rep. Les Arends, R.HL., sided with Halleck. 


"The articles we see in the paper leave the 
impression we are a bunch of bums, like this 
one by a Washington Post columnist that there 
is nothing but drunkenness going on up here on 
the hill," he said. "This is why they think we 
are a bunch of bums. I don't believe that perple 
as a whole have lost their sense of fairness in 
criticizing the Congress." 


"I don't think they have, either," replied Reid, 


"but I do think that the remedy lies In sound 
action by the Committee. I think the area where 
I would lean the hardest would be on the dis. 
closure of sources of Income. I think the public 
is entitled to know the basic area of sources of 
Income." 


Rep. Watkins Abbitt, D-Va.—"Do you think that 


this release (Reid's news statement), which will 
undoubtedly get widespread coverage, will add to 
the growing concern of the people?" 


Reid — "I think that the only thing that will 


add to the concern, basically, Is if the Congress 
does not take some reasonable action—hopefully 
this year, I am just saying that many Americans 
have some doubts. I think that the point Is for us 
to take some action and remove any concern 
that may exist." 


Chairman Mel Price — "We all agree with you 


on that. We want to remove any concern." 


Halleck — "We will not remove all of It, not 


in the minds of some of the columnists."

Armed Services Committee de- 
fending the current stalemate 
in Vietnam, disdains to refer, 
even one time, to the North 
Vietnamese as "the enemy." 
From which it naturally fol- 
lows that vis-a-vis the North 
Vietnamese we must watch our- 
selves very carefully, must be 
careful not to close their ports, 
not to interfere unduly with their 
agriculture or commerce. Air 
strikes against the movement 
of provisions to South Viet Nam 
yes, but carefully, oh so care- 
fully, much as we would be 
careful to respect, to the ex- 
tent possible, our neighbor's 
property even while making use 
of it to fight a fire on the ad- 
jacent lot. 
The war In Viet 


Nam, says Mr. McNamara has 
to do with assuring "the peo - 
pie of South Vietnam the free- 
dom to choose their own po- 
litical and economic institu • 
tions." 
Period? 
If so, of 


course, we have no business 
there. It is an inescapable con- 
elusion that we are refusing to 
impose our will on North Viet 
Nam because we are afraid that 
to do so would get in the way 
of the grander policy of con- 
vergence. 


Anti - Communism, we all 


know, is unfashionable. Snick 
was only a couple of years a- 
head of the trend when its of- 
ficers said coolly in 1964 that 
they knew there were 
Com- 


munists in their organization, 
so what? 


Mr. Kingsley Amis, the Brit- 


ish novelist, writes bitterly 
about his disillusion with the 
Left he cherished for so many 
years. "I might think different- 
ly if Mr." Wilson had done what 
he ought to do and what, after 
gaining his increased majority 
last year, I fairly fully expected 
him to do: boot half a dozen of 
the Communist M.P.'soutof the 
Labour Party and threaten the 
rest with expulsion unless they 
step into line. And say why. 


"Why? For a set of reasons 


odiously familiar to both sides 
in this matter: because a Com- 
munist's loyalties lie, not with 
his own country, but with a 
foreign Power, one that is, both 
externally 
and 
internally, 


hostily to democracy, and there- 
fore our enemy. To some of 
us, enemies of our country are 
worth 
opposing; others find 


something positively attractive 
about them. It is having at last 
become fully aware of this that 
has led me finally to break off 
my lingering love-hate affair 
with the Left. . ."

ucation; few things inAmerican 
life command from all of us 
more money, energy and devo- 
tion than the public school sys- 
tem; and the inestimable role 
of a good and respected teacher 
in the lives of his students is 
bound to be diminished when he 
is willing to abandon it in dis- 
pute over 
the cash price of 


his time and services. 


On the other hand, what most 


teachers have to work for in 
this affluent society, with its 
immense social and economic 
pressures for education, is ludi- 
crous. Some janitors and many 
laborers are paid more. 


In Paducah, Ky., teachers are 


earning only $5,100 to $6,950 
a year and have closed the 
schools in a strike for S300 
more a year; there are. only 
250 of them .and-thus,fQfilyj $?.§>• 
000 at stake. In East Si; Louis, 
an injunction has been issued 
against teachers striking for a 
salary range of $6,400 to $8,- 
900, against the present range 
of $6,200 to $8,750. What can 
either side be thinking of to de- 
prive children of even a day's 
education for such sums? And 
whether the new pay scales are 
won or not, teachers in Paducah 
and East St. Louis •will be mis- 
erably underpaid for the great 
responsibility that 
American 


society demands of them. 


IT, most of the strikes and 


mass resignations,'the teachers 
are demanding not only more 
money but better conditions for 
teaching and better school ad- 
ministration. 
Thus, in some 


cases, the 
struggle is for 


considerably more than the size 
of a paycheck; in others, the 
teachers' concern for educa- 
tion seems to be window dress- 
ing for their economic de- 
mands. 


Thus, there seems to be no 


clear pattern to the teachers' 
revolt, but at least two infer- 
ences seem warranted. One is 
that despite a great deal of flor- 
id Up service, American devo- 
tion to the idea of free public 
schools 
has 
never been as 


strong as the traditional Amer- 
ican reluctance to make private 
wealth 
available 
for public 


purposes. 


Moreover, where public sec- 


tor spending has been anything 
near adequate, it has usually 
been for material, tangible fa- 
cilities—school buildings, for 
instance, or paved streets. 
Teachers' salaries, social wel- 
fare funds, and other less ob- 
vious needs have always hover- 
ed near starvation in this coun- 
try. It is easier to get voters 
to approve a bond issue to build 
a school gymnasium than it is 
to increase taxes to raise teach- 
ers' salaries. 


It is simply not possible, how- 


ever, to hand the public school 
teacher the vital responsibil- 
ities that American societ3rnow 
demands of them, and continue 
to pay them less than a truck 
driver, a football coach or a 
soda jerk. 
Economic recogni- 


tion of the teacher's real value 
cannot be postponed much long- 
er, as this year's strikes have 
demonstrated. 


Paradoxically, 
the strikes 


jalso. .suggest bow unsuited-the 
-teaching :!pro?e£sibn~' isL! W: the''" 
techniques of industrial union- 
ism. 
Teachers are not as • 


sembly - line workers, whose 
value is based on productivity; 
they are, or should be, true 
artisans whose worth is meas- 
ured not quantitatively 
but by 


the excellence of what they do. 


Industrial unionism will not 


only win for many low-grade 
and unqualified teachers the 
same pay raise and perquisites 
that their more deserving col- 
leagues get; it will cement the 
poorest as well as the best of 
teachers 
into the 
profession 


through seniority, job security 
provisions and all the other de- 
vices labor has developed for 
its own protection; and it will 


insulate 
all teachers against 


public desires and influence. 


This will almost surely pro- 


duce worse teaching at a higher 
cost. 
The unions, moreover, 


may learn to use the strike 
weapon or the new technique of 
mass resignations in order to 
influence school administra - 
tion, curriculum matters, and 
other noneconomic questions in 
their favor; ultimately, agjres- 
sive unions might gain effective 
control of the public schools. 


That kind of unionism would 


be bad for the school system 
but so, surely is the public nig- 
gardliness 
that 
has forced 


teachers at last to resort to 
strikes.

Last week, Allen Bauer, Plant Pathology Specialist from 


Perm State University and I examined Maple trees that are 
showing severe distress signals. 
They have scorched leaves 


turning brown, a number of limbs dying or dead, and small 
leaves on the tree in general. This is common to many maples 
while others very nearby are healthy. What's the problem? 
This trouble has been occurring over much of the state for 
several years and could be blamed on dry weather in some 
areas. There isn't any cure-all spray that can be used, but in 
some cases a good fertilizer program can save the tree for 
several years. 


Shade trees as they grow older of course get bigger and re- 


quire more food. They can exhaust the supply of plant nutrients 
in the ground over a period of time. 


A fertilizer should be applied to the feeding roots of the tree 


which will be found beneath the drip of the branch spread. There 
is a perfect balance ordinarily, between the branch system above 
ground the root system below. Trees may be fertilized at any 
time of the year provided only organic fertilizer is used. How- 
ever, when chemical ferilizer is applied it should go on from 
March 1st to August 1st. As a general rule the seasonal growth 
af the trees is completed by September. 


Water, too, is of real importance to trees but it's difficult 


to believe that any tree in Warren County can be suffering 
from lack of water this year. It's been estimated that a tree 
#ith a spread of 50 feet will throw off, through transpiration, 
30 barrels of water a day. If this is correct, and I've no reason 
to doubt it, then some trees surrounded by roads, sidewalks 
and macadam parking lots have reason to look sad. 


To get back to actual application of the fertilizer, here's how 


it's done- 


Use any complete fertilizer, such as 10-6-4 or 10-10-10 (by 


complete we mean containing the three major plant foods- 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potash) and apply it at the rate of 
one to three pounds to each one inch diameter of the tree. If 
the tree stands in the lawn, holes 15 inches in depth should be 
bored or punched to the outermost spread of the branches. Dump 
the fertilizer down the hole and fill it with water. There's no 
faster way to get the tree to take up fertilizer than by this 
method. 
These holes are usually spaced about two feet or so 


ipart around the circumference of the branches. 


This isn't a particularly easy job to do. Some men I under- 


stand can't persuade their wives to get at it, and so a landscape 
lurseryman can be hired. 
With an air drill to bore the holes, 


Jie chore becomes somewhat less demanding on your back. 


You might ask—Why is one tree in my lawn dying while an- 
jther only twenty-five feet away has luxuriant growth? The 
jnly way I can explain some instances is by also asking

do some people have sugar diabetes or rheumatism at

Garrison Expands 
Charges in Kennedy 


Assassination

NEW YORK - District At - 


torney Jim Garrison of New 
Orleans, expanding on his ear- 
lier charges that former Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency em- 
ployes were involved in the kill- 
ing of President John F. Kenn- 
edy, has raised to at least seven 
the number of men he says took 
a direct part in the assassina- 
tion. 


The new estimate appears in 


an interview in the October is- 
sue of Playboy Magazine,which 
will go on sala tomorrow. 


On one earlier occasion, he 


said three men were involved, 
and on another he had said five. 


"The 
President was assas- 


sinated," Garrison said in the 
Playboy interview, "by a pre- 
cision guerrilla team of at least 
seven men, including anti - 
Castro adventurers and mem- 
bers of the paramilitary right." 


But he indicated there were 


even more than seven men. 


He said "there were at least 


four men on the grassy knoll, 
at least two behind the picket 
fence and two or more behind a 
small stone wall to the right of 
the fence. . .one man fired at 
the President from each loca- 
tion, while the role of his com- 
panion was to snatch up the car- 
tridges as they were ejected." 


Garrison said that "in addi- 


tion to the assassins on the 
grassy knoll, at least two other 
men fired 
from 
behind the 


President, one from the book 
depository building. . .and one, 
in all probability from the Dal- 
Tex building." 


Garrison rejects completely 


the Warren Commission ver- 
dict that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the lone assassin who fired 
from behind the President. 


Asked why no bullets were 


found that might have been fired 
from a point ahead of the Pres- 
ident, Garrison said other mem- 
bers of the conspiracy may have 
removed the evidence. 


"In the chaos of Novem - 


ber 22nd, this would not have 


been as difficult as it sounds," 
he added. 


Garrison said that while Os- 


wald was a member of me con- 
spiracy, 
he fired none of the 


shots and instead was a scape- 
goat to divert attention from 
the other plotters. 


The plotters, Garrison claims 


were men who were disturbed 
by Kennedy's peace overtures 
to Cuba and the Soviet Union. 
The ex-CIA men, he said, had 
been employed in an earlier at- 
tempt to overthrow the Castro 
regime. 


The key figure in the peace 


overtures, Garrison said, "was 
the late television reporter, 
Lisa Howard, who met secretly 
with Ernesto Che Guevara, then 
a chief Castro aide, 
to pre- 


pare peace terms between the 
U.S. and Castro. Miss Howard 
was arranging a conference be- 
tween Bobby Kennedy and Gu- 
evara when the President was 
shot in Dallas." 


Miss Howard died after taking 


an overdose of sleeping pills 
on July 4, 1965 at her summer 
home in East Hampton, L.I. 


Garrison is currently prepar- 


ing for the trial of Clay Shaw, 
a retired New Orleans business 
man, on charges on conspiring 
to murder Kennedy. 


He said he could not com - 


ment "even inferentially on any- 
thing pertaining to the evidence 
against Mr. Shaw, since he's 
facing trial in my jurisdiction." 


Garrison could not be reach- 


ed yesterday for comment on the 
Playboy interview.

Warren officials were given two alternatives 


by Hanna: play the game tonight or after the 
regularly scheduled season had been completed, 
on Friday, November 10. 
The only other 


choice would have been cancellation of the game 
entirely, a decision that could affect the Dragons 
chances for the Section II crown, their relation- 
ship with the conference and with Corry. 


Coach Shea decided to play the game tonight. 


Originally slated as an 8 p.m. game, the con- 
test will now start at 7:30 since tomorrow is 
a school day. 
Explaining his reasons for selecting tonight 


instead of the November 10 date. Shea pointed 
out that the Blue and White gridders have been 
practicing for over three weeks and he did not 
feel that more delay would oe fair to the team. 


The Dragons were at the high school pre-

miles of state highway with- 
in the confines of their coun- 
ty over which to putt-putt in 
the family jitney. 


This was learned yesterday 


by the Times Mirror and Ob. 
server in a check with the 
State Department of Highways 
on a just completed statewide 
highway 
tabulation covering 


state highway mileage as of July 
1, the start of the current fiscal 
year. 


Within the county the mileage, 


on a general basis, breaks down 
to 509 miles in Warren County's 
22 second class township and 22 
miles within the six boroughs 
in the county. 


For the more fastidious or 


detail-preferring resident 
or 


motorist of the county, 86 miles 
will be found in federal aid 
primary-rural roads (83 miles 
in the county's townships, three 
miles in the boroughs) while 
the federal aid primary - urban 
mileage totals four miles in 
the county's boroughs. 


Insofar as the secondary road 


system in the county is con - 
cerned, the total on the fed- 
eral aid-rural front is 136 miles 
broken down into 131 miles in 
the townships, five miles in the 
county's boroughs. 


The total mileage 
for the 


strictly state-subsidized (non- 
federal aid) roads in the coun- 
ty is 302 miles, of which total 
291 miles are in the townships 
and 11 miles in the county's 
boroughs.

ReportedDown inAugust

Total unemployment in Penn- 


sylvania declined in August, 
marking 
the 
first-decrease 


since April,Secretary of Labor 
and Industry William J. Hart 
announced yesterday. 


According to preliminary fig- 


ures the number of jobless 
workers was estimated at 161,- 
000 in mid-August, a drop of 
39,000 from mid-July. 
The 


rate of unemployment also mov- 
ed downward, from 4.1 per cent 
of the total civilian work force 
in mid-July to 3.3 per cent in 
August. Both the number and 
the rate represented the second 
lowest of any August on record. 
They were topped only by Aug- 
ust 1966 when total unemploy - 
ment was estimated at 150,000 
and 3.1 per cent of the work 
force. 
The lowest level of any

After all, you 
may have acquired a set of tough veins from your father. 
Surface veins become more prominent after age 40. But 
there is a difference between a visible vein that is re. 
turning blood to the heart and a true varicosity. 


Vancosed veins are enlarged vessels that look like 


worms under the skin. The normal vein contains a series 
of valves that close when the heart relaxes between beats 
to prevent the blood from dropping back into the legs. 


In a defective vein, the walls stretch, the valves no 


longer meet in the center, and the blood now usually goes 
In the wrong direction. This is mentioned because there 
is a difference between a prominent and a varicose vein. 


Varicosities are difficult to prevent but there are numer- 


ous ways to lessen wear and tear on the veins and reduce 
the chance of developing the condition. Avoid standing or 
sitting in one place too long, especially at work, when 
watching TV, or riding in a plane, train, bus, or car. 
Get up, walk about, and stretch the legs. Elevate the feet 
when relaxing at home. Round garters or tight elastic 
girdles should not be worn for long periods of time.

Now priced over $200 
a share, the stock has been a 
wider mover, up and down, for 
several months. 


Beyond this and one or two 


other higher-priced issues, the 
traders churned around with a 
number of shares priced at 
$10 a share or less. 


The National Quotation Bur- 


aau's index of 35 industrial 
stocks traded on the over-the- 
counter market reflected the 
steady but undramatic advance 
registered last week. The in- 
dex closed on Friday at 335.19, 
up 3.60 from the close on the 
preceding Friday. 


On the Amex, the index of 


stock prices also showed a 
gain for the week. It closed on 
Friday at $21.57, up 18 cents 
for 
the abbreviated trading 


week. Its high for the week 
was $21.78 and its low was 
$21.20. 


Volume was described by most 


brokers as "moderate" on the 
over-the-counter 
market. On 


the American Stock Exchange, 
it amounted to 16,027,836. This 
compares with 16,675,485 trad- 
ed the week before. Last week, 
all exchanges were closed on 
Monday in observance of the 
Labor Day holiday.

"We're stockpiling money here at the moment and r.re being 


very careful about new commitments in the stock market. 
We're afraid the Federal Reserve will soon have to tighten 
the credit screws." 
So spoke the manager of a big investment fund last week. His 


views represented one of the conflicting currents now coursing 
through stock market analyses. 


A different stream of thought was evident in this comment 


from a major advisory service: 
"Ready availability of investable funds and concern about infla- 


tion should keep demand for stocks strong." 


Still another crosscurrent appeared in this assessment by a 


security analyst: 
. 
"The prospect of a tax increase, the extraordinarily large 


difference between bond yields and stock yields and the strong 
upward pressure of labor costs, are likely to act as restrain- 
ing forces on the stock market, but downside risks for the 
market as a whole do not appear particularly worrisome." 


Investors and traders, expecting livelier and more buoyant 


stock activity, flocked back to the market in greater numbers 
last week following the Labor Day holiday. They weren't dis- 
appointed. 
The trading pace picked up somewhat from the recent apa. 


thetic trend and the market moved moderately higher, but no 
decisive movement developed. 


Neither was there any dramatic activity in the bond market, 


which is also being buffeted by numerous economic uncertain, 
ties at the moment. 


Bond interest rates, which had tended upward through most 
of August, made a stab at backing down a bit just before Labor 
Day. Last week, though, it became clear that there was little 
real force behind the downward thrust. 


In the corporate bond market, the New York Telephone 


Company sold $75.million of triple-A bonds at competitive bid- 
ding, and the winning underwriting group reoffered them pub- 
licly at a price to yield 5.95 per cent. This compared with a 
yield of a flat 6 per cent in the preceding Bell issue sold in 
mid-August. 


Without the attractiveness at the 6 per cent yield, however, 
the New York Telephone bonds failed to sell quickly. 
Meanwhile, in the municipal bond market, Pennsylvania sold 


$75-million of bonds to finance highways and bridges last 
Thursday. This issue, regarded as the best gauge of the tax- 
exempt bond market last week, was priced to give investors 
tax-free yields 20 basis points (two-tenths of 1 per cent) 
higher than similar issues marketed two weeks earlier, and 
it sold quickly. 
_ 
_. 
More than anything else, the recenTnervousness tt the bonq 


market reflects concern over the fate of the tax-increase prs* 
posal now before Congress and the strength of inflationary 
forces currently at work in the economy. 
Basically, however, there is much more bullishness than 
bearishness on the state of the economy in the current fore- 
casts of Government officials and private economists. 


Their main area of concern is that Congress, now that an - 


auto strike has materialized, will drag its feet in enacting 
the 10 per cent tax suggested to reduce the ballooning Federal 
inflationary pressures in the economy. 


Gardner Ackley, the President's chief economic adviser, 
reiterated the Administration's case on behalf of a tax rise 
last week as the best means of containing inflation and ol> 
viating the necessity of tighter credit. 


He said every piece of current economic information con- 


firmed the Government's projection of a strong economic ex- 
pansion this year and next, even in the face of the work stop- 
page now afflicting part of the automotive industry. 


Mr. Ackley cited such strong spots as the drop in the na- 


tion's unemployment rate to the 3.8 per cent level in August, 
the increase of 300,000 in payroll employment gains in manu- 
facturers' inventories, the rising level of factory orders and 
the "bullish nature" of construction, housing and retail sta- 
tistics. 
Stress should also be placed on the enormous inflationary 


potential inherent in the Government's very stimulative mone- 
tary and fiscal policy this year. 


Money policy continues to be easy, but for the last three 


week's the nation's money supply held steady after several 
months of sharp increases. Some analysts have been suggest, 
ing that the Federal Reserve may be content at the moment 
to allow a lower rate of monetary growth. 
There is also the feeling in some banking circles that inter- 


est rates might move significantly upward again on the strength 
of increased demand for credit. 


One investment banker predicted last week an early rise in 


the prime, or minimum rate charged by banks to the 6 per 
cent level. It has been at SVz per cent since March. 


Meanwhile, the latest report of the National Association of 


Purchasing Agents underscores the recent notable improve- 
ment in business conditions. 
The association said that 36 per cent of the reporting com- 


panics disclosed a higher volume of new orders in August 
over July's volume, the largest percentage reporting an in- 
crease since April, 1966. 
Production is "equally encouraging," the Purchasing Asso- 


ciation said in reporting that 35 per cent of the companies in 
its survey had shown output gains last month, a level that has 
been equaled only once since April of last year. 


However, the group injected a note of caution in calling at- 


tention to the fact that the 26 per cent of the reporting com- 
panies that had lower production levels last month was the 
highest number in that condition since the 1360-61 recession. 


There was also encouraging news last week in the latest 


Government survey of business capital-spending plans. 


Although the new report showed the projected increase in 


these outlays reduced to 2.3 per cent this year from the 3.9 
per cent gain predicted last winter, the expected volume of 
more than $62-billion would set a new record, and a new turn 
upward appears to be at hand. 


Although the economic picture has brightened considerably 


in recent months, everything is not rosy—not by any means. 


For one thing, the wage-price situation is quite worrisome. 


So is the interest-rate outlook and prospects for corporate 
profits. 
Each day brings a new litany of industrial price increases 


as corporations seek to offset higher production costs, freight 
rate increases and the possibility of higher taxes. 
The labor situation has also been particularly trying this 


year, with many 5 per cent wage settlements already made 
and possibly higher ones ahead, and substantial lost time from 
a large number of strikes. 
The current triennial confrontation between labor and man. 


agement in the auto industry probably foreshadows more serious 
difficulties. 
With Ford and the United Auto Workers about 


$100.bilHoo apart In Uwlr wage positions, a lone strike seems 


assured, tt may be followed by strikes at the other companies 
and 
eventually, a settlement around the 6 per cent level. 


If'this proves to be the course of the auto dispute, it could 


impose severe new strains on the economy—not only in raising 
the pattern of wage settlements but also in the production 
and inventory areas. And it might unsettle the stock market. 


Economist Eliot Janeway, for one, thinks "a market break 


is in the cards later on this year or early next year," but he 
is hardly in a majority. 
Despite the upward movement of volume and prices last week, 


it was obvious that numerous economic uncertainties were 
holding a rein on the stock market. 


It was nevertheless a generally higher market, with 813 
issues scoring gains for the week and 643 posting losses. 
All the major averages rose slightly. 


The Dow-Jones industrial index tacked on a new gain of 


6.36 points to the 7-11-point advance of the preceding week and 
closed at 907.54. 


volume on the New York MOCK Exchange improved per. 


ceptibly, averaging nine million shares for the week's four 
sessions, compared with 7.2 million the week before.
